The Only Wonder Is That Any of 


These Lonely Workers Escape In- 
sanity—Pitiful Plight of the Isolated 
Keeper at Four en Finisterre. 


A French writer, telling of the life 


of the lighthouse keepers along too 
coast of Brittany, thinks It strange 
tbat any of them escape Insanity 


The system of relief tbut prevails in 


this country has no equivalent In the 
French service, and, with short inter- 
vals, months apart, a Trench light- 
house keeper may spend forty years of 
Ills life tending the lamp.M In one sta- 
tion, with a single companion, and that 
station may be on a rock out In the 
channel or the bay of Biscay, which

weather. 


As a matter of fact, tbe men often 


do become Insane or at least develop 
monomania 
Sometimes it takes the 


form of hatred of each other. 


In one case at Terenaec, one of two 


men was found by a party who came 
off from the shore In response to sig- 
nals lying dead In his bed with a long 
keen bladed knife through his heart. 


His companion's story was tbat he 


had committed suicide nfter a long 
period of melancholia. 1 hero was no 
proof to the continry, but after exam- 
ining the wound the authorities doubt- 
ed tbe truth of the story.

OLD TIN CANS; 


The Way They Finally Disappear From 


Human Sight. 


Few people realize wlinf becomes of 


all the olil tin cans, tin pans, kettles, 
buckets, coal hods and the like. They 
finally disappear from human sight 
and knowledge and are seen no more. 
Science shows that they evaporate, 
When a tin can Is cast away and for- 
saken It begins Its downward course 
by becoming rusty. The tin oxidizes or, 
in other -words, unites with the oxygen 
surrounding It In tbe atmosphere, and 
the oxide of tin giadually takes leave 
of the Iron by evaporating Into tbe air, 
while some of It Is washed away by 
tbe rain Into me earth. After tbe tin 
Is gone the Iron of tlie can follows the 
same course that has been pursued by, 
the tin 
It oxidizes and becomes tbe 


familiar 
reddish 
brown 
substance 


known as Iron rust. The metals bave 
no wills of their own, no affinities, no 
understandings, and therefore no tat 
tentlons as to tbelr present or future 
course. 
They do nothing of them- 


selves. But electrical forces do their 
work for them. These forces unite tbe 
atoms of the metals with those of the 
oxygen. Then the molecules of these 
oxides are carried away by the atmos- 
pheric electricity and disposed of ac- 
cording to circumstances 
^ 
, 


If a email bottle or other piece of 


glass be placed on damp ground and 
an old wornout tin bucket Is turned 
over It, tbe particles of hou oxide will 
bo taken away by electric currents 
from the old bucket and will be de- 
posited partly on the glass, the re- 
mainder going into the air and tbe 
earth Deposits of Iron and other met- 
als are thus carded around by elec- 
trlcltj in the atmosphere from place 
to place all over tlie earth. Chlorine 
by electric power picks up atoms 6f 
gold and goes with them to the ocean, 
where they are as much at home as 
salt 
All ruetnls can exist in a state 


of vapor, tberefoie they are to be 
found not only In the 
atmosphere 


around this earth, but also in the at- 
mosphere around the sun and the 
stars. If a rny of sunlight Is bent out 
of its course, as It is by drops of water 
In the case ot the rainbow, the familiar' 
seven colors of red, oinnge, yellow, 
green, 
blue. Indigo and 
violet are 


spread out side by side 
When these 


specttn or stienUs of light are scientif- 
ically investigated nbout 500 dark lines 
are foiuied also among the colons, and 
these lines leprcsent shadons cast by 
elemental substances In the atmos 
puoics of the earth aud the sun. Light 
made 
artificially 
aud 
not 
passing 


through the atmospueic of the earth 
and the sun does not hnvt> these dark 
Hues 


By means of the spectroscope, a gi ad 


uuily Invented Instrument now In use, 
but credited to scieiul scientists, well 
known iMcmenls ha\e been compelled 
to register their addresses In bands ol 
light 
Among the first to write them 


selves donu wete sodium, potassium, 
magnesium calcium, chromium, nickel 
and Iron 
And the same apparatus 


led to the disco\ery of new metals, 
such as cesium, rubidium and thallium. 
All these ate found to be in the sun'g 
atmosphere 
By means of the spectro- 


scope tbe one hundred millionth part 
of a grclii of sodium In common sail 
becomes as discernible and unmlstak 
able as the side of a house. This won 
derful modern Instrument has enabled 
scientists to find out what the peo- 
ple «lio inhabit the planets in the 
solar f.j3teni"of the dog stat Shlus, foi 
example, have to eat, for without nl 
trogen tuey conld have no beaus 01 
spring pens, \\Ithout sulphur no mus 
tard, horseradish and water cresses ol 
aujthlug of tlie Und, although the peo 
Tie ivould ltd confined to vegetable diet 
They would also be without light bis 
Quit for breakfast or any fermented 
llqtiois.—Baltimore Amencan.

The Massachusetts city Is the 


argest American community that ever 
ias adopted the "no license!' system 


Worcester, the twenty-ninth city in slzo 


n this country, with a population of ISO,- 
)OO, has two large breweries and 118 li- 
ensed saloons whose doors will close 
next May. 


The brewers and the liqnor interests 


or years bad constituted the ruling po- 
itical machine 
They had made their 


control seemingly taoure by forming an 
manoe with the corrupt and vicious ele 
tents ot the community. 
Naturally, 


hey catered to their allies. Naturally, 
be; gave tbe city bad government 


Th»ir overthrow was not accomplished 
y the churches. Tbe victorious temper- 
nee forces were made up of men of all 
irtlos and all oreeds. 
The normal 


hnrcb and prohibition vote supplement- 
d the efforts of the reformers 
But tbe 


basis of the movement was not primar- 
ly Christian or prohibition sentiment. 
The Worcester upheaval was marked 
y the economic quality that has char 
cterised all the recent achievements for 


oatuw of temperance.

other merits and demerits, the saloons 
always have allied themselves with the 
worst elements in local polities and al- 
ways have been ready to do the bidding ot 
the machine leaders.

But 
this Is merely a convenient use of the 
word In translation. The Hebrew word

stances. What those substances were 
Is unknown, but they were probably 
little like the modern soap. 


Pliny speaks of thoTu vent Ion of soap 


by the Gauls, who, however, used it 
only as a sort of pomade or hair dress- 
ing. 
He also refers to the use of both 


hard soap and soft soup by tlie Ger- 
mans. The use of fuller's earth, which 
has saponaceous qualities, for cleans- 
ing purposes was "known to the Ro- 
mans. 


The French word for soap, savou, 


comes from Savona, France, where it 
was manufactured. 
The (Irst manu- 


facture of soap in London Is said tb 
have been in lf»24, and previously Bris- 
tol had supplied It for use "In the Eng- 
lish cities. 


According to the historian Slsmondl, 


B soapmaker was included in.the reti- 
nue of Charlemagne, king of the 
Franks, at the end of the eighth cen- 
tury, 


In the excavation of the -ruins of 


Pompeii a soap boiler's shop was un- 
covered, with soap In it,'showing that 
the making of It was known In the first 
Christian century. 


Pliny, who wrote of the eruption of 


Vesuvius, wblcb destroyed the two Eo- 
man cities In 70 A. D., stated that soap 
was made from tnliow and ashes-nnd 
that the German soap was the' best 
Galen also referred to the use of soap.

Seal Maidens of Fable—Mermaids of 
Fiction and the Seal of Fact. 
There Is a. decided fascination about 


the mermaids of legend. Considering 
their traditional form, it does not seem 
quite certain whether they'can be to- 
eluded amon^ the fair "humanities" of 
old religion, but It wou< be extremely 
interesting to see one. In all serious- 
ness the truths and poetry uuderlyhig 
and inherentln tho old myths are well 
worth attention, but apart from these 
there Is something distinctly entertain- 
ing in the quasi-historical accounts 
that we have of mermaids and tbe he- 
roic attempts at rationalistic explana- 
tion. The fancy has taken firmer hold 
on popular imagination than many of. 
the old legends. 
Of course they ore 


recognized as nonexistent; but, unlike 
the majority of mythological beings, 
they are invested colloquially -with a 
sort of humorous reality.

teenth century off Ceylon some sailors 
captured "seven mermen and mer- 
maids," several priests and physicians 
testifying to the fact and the latter 
leaving It on record that after exami- 
nation- and dissection they found the 
external and internal structures resem- 
bled those of human beings. 
Hudson, 


the famous 'navigator, declared that 
his ship's company had seen, a mer- 
maid, the upper part of her body like 
a woman, skin very white *and long 
black hair. 
An old Iceland history 


tells o! one near Greenland, "the neck 
and bead In all respects like a human 
being." The Norwegian Bishop Pontip- 
pldan, who wrote in the eighteenth cen- 
tury, "records the appearance of a 
-mermaid which was deposed ^to on oath 
by the obsei-vers." And not to mnltl- 
ply quotations proving tbe belief even 
of the learned la the actual existence 
of tbe mermaids, Pliny asserts author- 
itatively that "as for the meremaidens 
..It is no fabulous tale that goeth of 
them, for iiiiooke how painters draw 
them, so thay are Indeed." 


It seems hard after all these-weighty 


testimonies that we should be assured 
that the "historical" mermaids were 
only^dugongs or manatees,: seals or 
sea lions,' especially as some of these 
interesting creatures measure some 
eighteen feet in length and are by no 
means attractive In appearance. Some- 
thing In the shape of the head and the 
breast Is relied on by the rationalistic 
scientists as explaining the' delusion, 
but one is at a loss to understand how 
'this • can account for the circumstan- 
tial descriptions that have come down 
to. us. Coevals of those old writers 
have proved to us by their paintings 
that they held very much the same 
views as to what constitutes feminine 
beauty as we have, and we should 
certainly not discover In the dugong or 
manatee anything whatever to suggest 
In the very faintest degree the Idea of 
a pretty woman, i'et there Is general- 
ly the implication of comeliness In the 
verbal pictures the old writers give 
of their mermaids, though Columbus, 
who reported that he., had seen two or 
three, admitted that he ,saw no beauty 
lu them. The seal explanation perhaps 
does the least violence to one's tradi- 
tional Ideas, as, whatever may be 
thought of its resemblance to a wo- 
man, 
It Is in Itself graceful and Its face 


and eyes are .pleasing. ' ,. 


There Is, at any rate, .a rather sug- 


gestive coincidence In the view that 
the mermaid of fiction Is tbe seal of 
fact, for closely allied If not Identical 
with mermaids were the "seal mold- 
ens" of a thousand fables. The ac- 
cepted tradition was that these maid- 
ens assumed the form of seals, which 
they could relinquish at any moment- 
by divesting themselves of the seal- 
skins. • Only If while they were dis- 
porting themselves in quasi human 
guise their seal integuments were stol- 
en or hidden they wijild have to re- 
main as "maidens" and could not re- 
sume the form of seals. "We know on 
the authority, of many "av song and 
legend- that willingly or unwillingly a 
man has been 


"married .to a mermaid 
At tho bottom of the deep blue sea," 


but in the case of -the fortunate pur- 
lolner of n seal maiden's "troublesome 
disguise" there was no need for a sub- 
marine descent She could quite com- 
fortably live on land and, Indeed, had 
to unless she found her sealskin again, 
though always longing,'.like the-mer- 
maid of Haarlem, to /become a sea 
dweller once more. There Is therefore 
unquestionably a certain poetic pro- 
priety in the scientific Identification ot 
the mermaid with the seal. —London 
plobe.

ly Harvested.

come Connecticut, people, went out to 
pick the bunches of bayberrlcs to make 
the palo green wax candles which 
when burning gave out the /aromatic 
smelj oC tbe leaves that the pickers 
crushed in pulling off. 


We no longer pick bayberries for 


company caudles for the Airluter time. 
Except'a few romantic souls who gath- 
er berries enough to nsake a candUi or 
two for old' memories, a few faddists 
who want to try to make bayberry can- 
dles by some discovery or other in n 
magazine and some stanch old New 
Englimders who love to get out In the 
pastures on a crisp.fall day—tfe'sc are 
all .who gather the baybcrries IIL>\V. 


Left to themselves, the clumps of 


bushes have spread out and in some 
cases overrun "fl'hole pastures. In some 
parts of Connecticut the bushes have 
grown very tall. 


In Branford, on the coast, there are 


-almost bayberry trees,xas many can be 
found growing along the .highways ten 
feet tall and some even taller. These 
bayberrits must be very old. You can- 
not help wondering liow many crops 
have been picked off them In years 
past..,,.. 


As early as 1717' the town records 


show that the gathering of bayberries 
on the highways and common was for- 
bld"den_before Sept. 15. A fine of 10 
•shillings'for''each violation was the 
penalty. It appears that the wax.from 
the berries was used in making a 
blacking and a salve and that bayberry 
wax continued an article of trade in 
Brauford down to tlie last fifty years. 


Human nature being about the same 


one century to another, there was 
probably in 1717 a great complaining 
of people who picked the berries "be- 
fore they were half ripe" or "got up 
mornings" before anybody else had a 
chance;" hence tbe regulation and the 
fine. 
v

berry picking it must bave been the

DANGEROUS FISH. 


Ways of the'Green Moray of Bermuda 


•nd the Devilfish. 


When one speaks of dangerous fish 


the first that come to mind are tbe 
Bharl; and the octopus. But neither of 
these Is really formidable to fishermen. 
The shark never attacks a boat and the 
octopus very rarely. 


A much worse creature than either 


shark or octopus is the devilfish—a 
large ray that is common in the warm 
waters ,of the Atlantic. 
This fish 


grows to a weight of a ton and a half 
and, besides formidable teeth, Is arm- 
ed with a horrible barbed and poisoned 
spike in the tall. It has often been 
known to attack boats. 


A flshlng party in n launch succeed- 


ed In harpooning one of these fish in 
the bay known as Aransas Pass, Tes- 
as. The brute towed them eighteen 
miles out to sea and very nearly upset 
the launch.

color and savage beyond any fish that 
swims. An English marine officer; fish-

Tbe reason why listening plays ft 


part of such paramount value on the 
stage la that If an actor Is not deeply 
Interested In what is going on In the 
mimic world In which ho has been cast 
he cannot look for any real Interest on 
the part of his audience, and the only 
way In which be can denote that Inter- 
est is by the Intensity with which he 
listens to every thing "that has any bear- 
Ing whatever on his life and actions 
and the skill with which be expresses 
tbe feelings bred of what he hears. 


Listening Is an art that Is not prop- 


erly taught In the schools In which 
modern actors are trained, for while 
voice culture has the place of high 
bonor that It deserves in the curricu- 
lum of every academy on Broadway, 
If yon ask either teacher or pupil about 
the still more Important business of 
listening the chances are that you will 
receive no reply save a wondering 
shake of tbe head. 


So much has been said about "tem- 


perament," "mentality," 
"facial ex- 


pression" and "personality" that it la a, 
very easy matter for a schoolgirl to 
persuade herself that she lias In her 
the makings of a great actress. All 
she needs Is what she calls a "few les- 
sons." 


One young woman, Indeed, told me
